And, when in it we should have such 
thoughts and feelings, as will lead us to engage in 
the services with delight. But in order to all this, 
we must be holy. We cannot have such thoughts 
and feelings in connection with the house of God, 
as we ought, neither when absent from it, nor 
when in it, without holiness. We cannot pray, 
nor praise, nor hear the word preached aright 
without holiness. But 1 do not pretend to give 
you the plan nor the substance of the discourse. 
It was well worthy the solemn consideration of 
both saints and sinners. 

I will just remark that two inquiries arose in 
! my mind, as the preacher was speaking. 

I. That if people had such thoughts and lcel- 

ings in connection with the house of God as he 
described, if they did think of it with such delight, 
and visit it with such pleasure,—if they did feel a 
stronger love and respect and reverence for the 
house of God, than for any other spot on earth, 
would they be likely to neglect it, and suffer it to 
become black and time-worn, with broken win¬ 
dows, and in every part, presenting the appear¬ 
ance of desertion ? Should we not rather see, m 
every religious society, a neat and commodious 
house of worship ? . , 

II. That if such ought to he the thoughts aud 
feelings in connection with the house of God, 
he described, is it not very improper to transact 
worldly business in these consecrated places 
How often is it made the place of political elec¬ 
tions, where strife and party feelings, and the 
most unhallowed passions of men are exhibited ? 
Must we not cease dedicating houses to the ser¬ 
vice of God, or cease transacting in them such 
worldly business?

NUNNERIES. 

The members of the Romish church, at least 
those in this country, look upon these Monastic 
institutions with an eye of profound veneration. 
There is indeed something in them, that to a su¬ 
perficial observer, is well calculated to impress 
the mind with the idea that there, innocence, 
peace, and harmony must reign. The dress of | 
the nuus, screened "from the public gaze by their 
veils, the affability of their manners towards 
strangers, and their retired mode of life, all con- 
spire to prepossess one in their favor. I myself j 
once thought that such a life must be a kind of| 
heaven upon earth. Such were my impressions 
previous to being placed among them. Alas! 
how different the reality from the appearance! I 
now judge from what I know, and speak of what 
I have seen. I then judged from what I saw, and 
mot from what I knew. 

Previous to my entering into a more minute de¬ 
tail respecting the Nunnery of the Wilderness, I 
-will introduce, by way of preface, what some of 
their great men "have written relative to monas¬ 
teries. ‘ The monastic orders,’ says Bellarmine, 

‘ spreading aud augmenting, many enter therein, 
who are not called of God ; enter through mo¬ 
tives prompted by flesh and blood.’ Cardinal 
Bellarmine was as thorough and devoted a papist 
as the annals of history have ever presented to 
our view; a man whose life was one continual 
struggle in defence of the Romish doctrine; and 
who was an implacable enemy to all who dared 
to oppose the authority of his church, or to ques¬ 
tion the utility of her general discipline. 

I shall now also, for the edification of the mem¬ 
bers of the Romish church, give a few plain state¬ 
ments, relative to nunneries, from Bishop Ricci, a 
celebrated Italian prelate, who wrote towards the 
close of the 18lh century. 

‘ The nuns,’ said he, ‘ believed neither the 
craments of the church, nor the eternity of another 
life; they denied certain criminal actions to be 
-sins, and especially those of the flesh-.’—Mem. do 
Ricci, Tom. l.p. 113. 

The following exposure was made by letter to 
Bishop Ricci, by sister Fiavia, Prioress of St. 
Catharine of Pistoia. The autograph of this letter 
is in Ricci’s archives. Speaking of monks and 
nuns, she says, ‘ With the exception ot four of | 
the monks, all that I have known, during twenty- ’ 
four years, were of the same character, and have 
all the same maxims aud the same conduct. They 
are on more intimate terms witli the nuns than 
if they were married to them. It is their maxim 
that God has forbidden hatred, but not love, and 
that man is made for the woman, and the woman 
for the man. I say that they can deceive the in¬ 
nocent, and even those that are the most circum¬ 
spect, and that it would need a miracle to con¬ 
verse with them and not fall. The same vices I 
find at all the convents with which I am acquaint¬ 
ed. Every doctrine of scripture was interpreted 
by the nuns so as to authorize some sensual in¬ 
dulgence ; and they pretended that f or whatever 
I they did or believed, they had the special illumi¬ 
nation of the Holy Spirit.’—Mein. Ricci T. 1 
117,126,127.

New Orleans Meeting respecting Rev. Mr. 
Parker.—I n pursuance of a call made at a pre- 
liminary meeting, a most numerous assemblage of 
our citizens, met on Saturday night the 13th Dec.' 
at Bishop’s Hotel. 

The meeting was called to order by Mr. Samuel 
P. Moore, iu an appropriate address, explaining 
the objects of the meeting, when it was fully or¬ 
ganized and proceeded to business. 

Upon motion it was, 

Resolved, that as it is unprecedented to condemn 
ly man without r. hearing, that this meeting as- 
ire Mr. Parker of protection, provided he will ap¬ 
pear and make his defeuce. 

In a short time the Rev. Joel Parker arrived 
and spoke for some time in his defence. 

Mr. P. said:—Allow me to say that I have newer, 
either during the last summer or any other time, 
at Hartford, or elsewhere, in public or in private, 
said, ‘ of the Catholics in New Orleans, the men 
are almost without exception atheists; they regard 
religion as intended only for women and servants, 
and do not give themselves any trouble on the 
subject—the protestants can hardly be said to he 
in a better state.’ I repeat it, I have never used 
the language of the above quotation, nor said any 
thing equivalent thereto. 

No denial certainly could be more explicit than 
is, and it was backed by the concurrent testimony 
of 97 moBt respectable gentleman in Boston, who 
certified to the following effect:— 

Boston, Oct. 16,1834, 

Having heard the public statement of the Rev. 
Joel Parker respecting New Orleans, in regard to 
moral and religious state, we the subscribers, 
.. 3 free to say, that we have rarely, if ever, heard 
statements made with so much careful, kind, and 
respectful regard to the character and feelings of 
those who were the subjects of them, as was mani¬ 
fested by Mr. Parker in his communications here. 

There was no denunciation of Catholics or other 
sects, no opprobrious epithets, no disrespectful 
mention of any portion of the citizens, but while 
the moral warns of that community were clearly 
stated, there were facts and circumstances also 
mentioned, which set forth in a strong light, the 
noble, generous, and high-minded qualities which 
characterize the citizens of New OrleaiiR. 


Foreign. 

France and the United States— The 
from France by the Charlemagne adds strength to 
our conviction that the $5,000,000 dollar affair will 
be got over without a war. The very faet of the 
meeting of the Chambers a month earlier than 
their regular period of assembling, is one indica¬ 
tion to this effect, and another is, the undoubted 
determination of the Executive to present a bill to 
the Chambers for the appropriation of the money 
without delay. 

The extract given below is a literal translation 
of a paragraph of a letter from a gentleman who 
is well informed through a direct source, of the 
state of things which led to the late dissolution of | 
the French Cabinet. The facts given may, there¬ 
fore, be implicitly relied on. The letter is from 
Paris, under date of die 15th November. 

‘ In consequence of intestine discussions, the 
old ministry was dismembered, and after ten days’ 
useless efforts, could not re-eompose themselves. 
The king decided, at last, to take an entirely new 
ministry, the chief of which was die Duke de 
Bassano, formerly Imperial Minister. There were 
very honorable men in this ministry ; but they bad 
not come to an understanding on the most impor¬ 
tant questions.—In consequence, there was dis¬ 
agreement amongst them at die first debate. The 
first question brought up was the American debt, 
and it so happened there were three of the new 
ministers who had voted against the law last year. 
They consequently declared, that even if they 
were convinced that they had been misled, they 
would not pledge themselves to present the project 
The king insisted, and declared it was 
a necessity, under pain of a war, in which he 
would not involve himself. They all resigned 
the end of three days; so at this hour we a 
without a Ministry; hut what is certain is, diat 
the old cabinet will come hack with some modifi¬ 
cations. It is foe only combination possible, and 
if is a fortunate one for the indemnity of25,000,000.’ 

It will be gratifying to the American People tc 
perceive, that the French King regards a willing¬ 
ness to fulfil his treaty stipulations as an essential 
requisite in the members of his cabinet, and that 
he declares the fulfilment ‘a necessity under pain 
of a wcur, in which he would not involve himself.' 
This proves that the king has acted in good feith— 
that the delays have not arisen from a disposition 
on his part, to defeat by indirection, what he has 
directly recognised to be right—that he has taken 
a stand in his executive councils to salsify the 
world, that he is neither so reckless of his charac¬ 
ter as a man, as to countenance the opinion that he 
would perfidiously sacrifice the solemn obligations' 
into which he has entered, to considerations of j 
convenience—nor so feeble as a monarch- 
wanting iu influence with his people, as to be 
capable of insisting on the performance of a duty 
which his station imposes.

who owned the goods. He next arrested Reuben 
Grant, another tavern beeper on the beach, in 
whose house he also found goods that were stolen 
from the James Fisher. He then crossed the bay 
to the main shore, and arrested Joseph and Thomas 
Bunnell, sons of Dr. Bunnell, store keeper and 
farmer; after this, he visited the house of no less 
a person than Wm. Platt, Esq., a justice of the 
peace, for the purpose of arresting him and his 
son, but they had fled ; iu this house, Huntington 
found some of foe property that had been plun¬ 
dered from the Gen. Putnam, wrecked here in 
1832, when goods to the value of $30,000 were 
stolen from her. Zcpli. Johnson, a pirate, in the 
employ of the justice, was however arrested. 
Three of the prisoners, Wainwright and the two 
Bunnells, were held to bail by E. E. Boudiuot, 
commissioner of the District Court, who 
with them for that purpose; the others were 
ed and put on board Capt. Schenek’s schooner to 
be sent to Newark to await a trial. 

At least two thirds of the inhabitants of that 
district, for an extent of four or five miles, are 
implicated in this demoniacal business, in which 
they were led on by a magistrate. They have 
carried on the work of piracy there for years [last: 
it has been die main stay of foe majority; manv 
of them have grown rich, and bought forms with 
the proceeds of their plunder. Heads of families, 
farmers, storekeepers, &c., have, for fear of pun¬ 
ishment, absconded and left their families and 
property behind them; but measures have been 
taken by which they will doubdess all be arrested;

lie sure to plunder the vessel. They have even 
been known to take the budgets of clothes away 
by force, from the passengers that were saved 
from the wreck; and latterly, they have become 
so numerous and bold, that they would plunder 
vessel openly in the day time. 

Too much praise cannot be given to Hunting- 
ton, for his activity and intrepidity, and we rejoice 
that the state will now be rid of such a set of law¬ 
less and heartless rascals. Before the officer left, 
offer was made to him from the runaways, 
through a mediator, to pay whatever the Insur¬ 
ance Company claimed, and to restore all the 
plundered; but this, of course, was rejected.— ,V.

Large gang of Land Pirates broken 
Huntington, one of our most active police officers, 
has been for the last fortnight engaged in ferreting 
out and arresting the members of one of the most 
extensive gangs of land pirates that ever infested 
the United States.

Two 
weeks after the wreck of the James Fisher, the 
schr. Henry Franklin was stranded at the same 
place.
